Upon first consideration, one may 
V led to b elieve that the raid on tne 
gamb ling Joint Wednesday afternoon 
was the result of a movement on the 
part of the city administration 
to 
clean out q uestionab le places of this 
character in the city. 
That the place 
needed to he closed up, no one doub ts 
nor denies, hut certain circumstances 
relative to this particular case give 
rise to the q uestion as to what mo­ 
tive was b ack of the raid. 
It req uired 
no detective work to ferret out this 
den; It has b een flourishing b efore 
the very eyes of the police and It was 
common knowledge that it had b een 
running openly without a protest from 
the chief or from the mayor. It might 
have b een closed long ago. b ut here is 
where the “nigger in the wood pile' 
puts in an appearance. The place was

This raid 
was a personal matter, not a desire 
to clean up one of the worst gamb ling 
Joints in the city.
